3 December 28.—Unoffi- 
clal advices received here today con- 


formed with intimations from abroad 
that Austria's forthcoming reply to 


demands of the United States, and Teu- 
tonic diplomatic circles here were au- 
thoritatively représented as being pre- 
pared for a break in diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two countries. 

Various developments, it was agreed, 
might avoid such an eventuality, but 
none of the counter proposals which it 
has been intimated the Vienna for- 
eign office might advance have been 
regarded so far as coming within 
Secretary Lansing’s renewal of the de- 
mands for disavowal, reparation and 
punishment of the submarine com- 
mander who sunk the Ancona with the 
loss of more than a dozen American 
lives. 

Aspects of a Crisis. 

Now that the situation, after being 

ormant nearly two weeks, is again 
beginning to take on the aspects of a 


crisis, the status of che negotiations | 


of. the United States over submarine 
warfare. against merchantmen, not 
with Austria alone, but with the Teu- 
tonic powers as allies, is commanding 
attention. 

Although Germany has given the 
United States assurances that she will 
conform to the principle of visit and 
search . before. attack, the practices

SINGLE “SLACKERS” 
WORRYING BRITAIN, 


Reported Cabinet Has De- 
cided on Modified Con- 
scription to Get Unmarried 
Men for Army if Needful. 


London, December 29.—It is stated on 
excefient authority that the cabinet 
has virtually decided upon a modified 
form of conscription bill Le to be in- 
troduced in the house of commons next 
week, giving the government the nec- 
essary power, should it be found need- 
ful, to bring in single men and pre- 
serve Premier Asquith's pledge to mar- 
ried men, >a 

The line of policy upon which a ma- 
jority of the ministers agree, indicat- 
ing that some, at least, of the anti- 
conscriptionists section of the cabinet 
so far waved their principle as to con- 
sent to a modified application of force, 
is as follows: 

First, that the premier’s pledge to 
married men is binding on the whole 
government. 

Second, thatthe pledge should be re- 
deemed forthwith. 

Third, that the principle of compul- 
sion should be accepted. 

Fourth, thatthe premier should an- 
nounce this policy at the earliest oppor- 
tunity after the reassembling of par- 
liament. 

It is believed that the actual formal 
resolution on the new policy has been 
postponed until another meeting of the 
cabinet, on Thursday, and that in the 
short interval Mr. Asquith will be em- 
ployed in asserting the strongest in- 
fluences to avert disruption of his cabi- 
net. It is still quite possible that a 
crisis may be avoided. 

Not Time for Compulsion. 

There is a considerable body of opin- 
ion which believes that the time has 
not yet arrived to go to the extreme 
length of putting wholesale compul- 
sion into effect. This opinion feels 
that some intermediate stép is ---t pos- 
sible; that the Derby scheme has only 
fallen slightly short and that perhaps 
a recanvass or another appeal might 
bring in a considerable part of the 
unmarried slackers. 

The supporters of the voluntary sys- 

tem are emphatic in declining to aban- 
don it until some means have been 
taken to insure that the Derby scheme 
cannot be made a success, 
With the reopening of parliament 
only a week distant there was another 
protracted session of the cabinet to- 
day on the question of conscription—or 
compulsion, as it is more politely called 
in England. 

Sensational press reports of the cab- 
inet situation aroused such an unusual 
public interest in today’s assembling 
that the police were forced repeatedly 
to clear Downing street of the crowds. 

In the absence of any official state- 
ments, it is difficult to say exactly how 
serious is the present situation of the 
cabinet. The members certainly main- 
tain the appearafce of outward calm, 
which would hint that the difficulty is 
more a matter of deciding on methods 
and details than a radical difference 
on basic principles. 

Press Divided Inte Groups. 

The press has again divided itself 
into two groups, which may most 
readily be defined in the American 
phrase as for“ and “against” the gov- 
ernment. The latter group insists that

BOY-ED DEFENDS ACTS

He Predicts That the News- 
papers in the United States 
Will Eventually Be Curb- 
ed as They Are in Ger- 
many. 


New York, December 28.—Three men 
who figure prominently in the diplo- 
matic relations of the United States 
have cabins on the Holland-America 
line steamship Rotterdam, leaving here 
today for Rotterdam by way of Fal- 
mouth, England. They are: 

Colonel E. M. House, friend and con- 
fidential adviser of President Wilson, 
who goes to Europe at the request of 
the president. 

Brand Whitlock, United States min- 
ister to Belgium, who is returning to 
his post at Brussels after a Vacation 
spent with his family at Toledo, Ohio. 

Captain Karl Boy-Ed, formerly naval 
attache of the German embassy at 
Washington, who was recalled by the 
German emperor at the request of the 
United States government because of 
“improper activities in naval matters.” 

Boy-Ed and German Plots. 

Captain Karl Boy-Ed was naval at- 
tache of the German embassy at Wash- 
ington for about four years. His name 
was first mentioned in connection with 


alleged German plots in this country, 
when Richard P. Stegler, who was ar- 
rested here last February for passport 
frauds, told the federal authorities 
that Boy-Ed asked him to go to Eng- 
land and locate a fleet of British dread- 
naughts. Captain Boy-Ed denied know- 
ing anything about the passport fraud 
or that he sent Stegler to England as 
A spy. 7 
uring the trial of Karl Buens here 
about a month age on charges of con- 
iracy to defraud the United States 
fa false manifests issued to 
steamers sent with supplies to German 
warships, counsel for the defendants 
admitted that the German government 
expended more than $2,000,000 here di- 
rectly after the beginning of the war 
in sending out supply ships and that 
Captain Boy-Ed supervised some of the 
expenditure. 

Secretary Lansing requested his re- 
call on December 3. The German em- 
peror on December 10 recalled both 
Captian Boy-Ed and Franz von Papen, 
the German military attache. 

Statement by Boy-Ed. 

Captain Boy-Ed issued the follow- 
ing statement just before sailing: 

“Before this terrific war broke out 
I had the great fortune of having 
sérved almost two and a half years for 
my emperor as naval attache to the 
German embassy at Washington. Those 
years belong not only to the most in- 
teresting, but also to the most pleasant 
in my life. I am particularly thank- 
ful the rare comradeship of the 
Ame navy that I have been per- 
mitted to enjoy, due to the kindness 
of the gallant and amiable officers. 

„The great and cordial hospitality 
which is so proverbial for Americans, 
and which was extended also to me 
from the very first day of my arrival 
in the United States I can never for- 
get. 

“Of course, I refrain at the hour of 
my departure from again refuting all 
the stories which were told about in the 
American papers and which mostly— 
like the ‘silly Huerta tale—were in- 
vented by The Providence Journal. 

“This paper, with its British-born 
Mr. Rathom, has done its utmost to 
create an almost hysterical suspicion 
of spies throughout the ceuntry in or- 
der to prejudice public opinion against 
Germany. 

“We Germans do not understand 
what you call your ‘free press.’ Our 
laws allow the fullest personal liberty 
consistent with the welfare of the 


state. But we do not permit the dip- 
lomatic representatives of friendly gov- 
ernments te be insulted ad libitum or 
our government to Le embarrassed in 
its dealings with other nations, nor 
men’s reputations to be wantonly sac- 
rificed by the wild and reckless utter- 
ances of an irresponsible press like 
The Providence Journal. And I ven- 
ture to predict that in sheer self-de- 
fense you will be forced to take like 
measures, notwithstanding the danger- 
ous power of your press.

PERIURY 1S CHARGED 
TO WARDEN OSBORNE 


Reform Head of Sing Sing 
Prison Is Twice Indicted. 
“Frame Up” of Corrupt 
| Politicians, Says Osborne.

White Plains, N. Y., December 28.— 
Two indictments containing seven 
counts were today returned against 
Thomas Mott Osborne, warden of Sing 
Sing, by the Westchester county grand 
jury, which has been investigating con- 
ditions in the prison. 

One indictment charged the warden 
with having committed perjury in his 
testimony at the recent inquiry con- 
ducted by Dr. Rudolph Diedling, of the 
state prison commission. The other 
indictment contained six counts. 

The first count charged that Osborne 
absénted himself from the prison. The 
second embraced allegations that the 
warden failed to perform the duties 
imposed upon him; that he failed to 
prevent felonies in, the prison and that 
he failed to report immorality among 
the prisoners. : 

The third count charged the warden 
with permitting convicts to go into the 
death house to visit Charles Becker. 
The fourth count charged Osborne with 
failure to maintain proper discipline 
and the fifth alleged that he permitted 
fights between convicts. The sixth 
count contains allegations against the 
moral character of the warden in his 
relations with prisoners. 

Osborne to Be Removed. 

Albany, N. Y., December 28.—Thomas 
Mott Osborne, millionaire warden of 
Sing Sing prison, will be removed from 
office as soon as à successor can be 
named formally under the law. This 
action probably will be taken tomor- 
row, Juhn B. Riley. state superintend- 
ent of prisons, said today. after he had 
learned of the specifications in the in- 
dictment returned against the Sing 
Sing executive by the Westchester 
county grand jury. No man who is 
under indictment should continue in 
the office of warden,” Superintendent 
Riley said, “and as soon as a successor 
can be found he will be appointed.” 

Governor Whitman’s comment was 
limited to a brief typewritten state- 
ment, which read: 

“From the first I have believed the 
charges against Mr. Osborne’s personal 
character entirely unfounded and I am 
astonished at the action of the grand 
jury. But of course I know nothing 
whatever of the evidence which was 
presented to that body.“. 0 

Osborne was appointed warden or 
Sing Sing in the latter part of Novem- 
ber, 1914, near the close of Governor 
Glynn's administration. A short time 
previously he gained considerable 
publicity by spending a week at Au- 
burn prison,. where, as a part of his 
study of penology, he lived the life of a 
convict and was known as “Tom 
Brown.”

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GRAND JURY PUTS 
STAMP OF PLOTTER 
“ON CONGRESSMAN 


Representative Frank Buc- 
hanan, of Illinois, and Sev- 
en Other Men Indicted for 
Conspiring to Cause Strikes 
in Munitions Plants. 


INDICTED MEN MEMBERS 
OF LABOR PEACE COUNCIL 


Ex-Congressman Fowler, of 
Illinois; Ex-Attorney Gen- 
eral Monnett, of Ohio; 
Franz von Rintelen and 
David Lamar Are Among 
Those Indicted. : 


New York, December 28.—Eight men, 
including a congressman, 4 former 
congressman and a former attorney 
general of Ohio were indicted today by 
a federal grand jury on a charge of 
conspiring to foment strikes in Amer- 
ican munition factories as part of a 
campaign, financed by the German gov- 
ernment, to check the exportation of 
munitions to the entente allies. 

The men indicted were Congressman 
Frank Buchanan, of Illinois; former 
Congressman H. Robert Fowler, of 
Illinois; Frank S. Monnett, former at- 
torney general of Ohio; H. B. Mar- 
tin, Herman Schulteis, Franz von 
Rintelen, David Lamar and Jacob C. 
Taylor. All of the men except Von 
Rintelen and Lamar are officers or 
former officers of Labor's National 


Peace council. The government charges 
that this organization was financed by 


Franz von Rintelen, a German agent, 
to instigate strikes in munition plants, 
while ostensibly working in the in- 
terests of the international peace. 

No Warrants Issued. 

Von Rintelen is at preesnt a prison- 
er of war in England. Lamar, known 
as the “Wolf of Wall Street,” is said 
to have been his paymaster. It is said 
that Lamar benefited personally to the 
extent. of $400,000. 

No warrants were issued for the ar- 
rest of any of the indicted men, as Dis- 
“trict Attorney H. Snawden Marshall 

ta- belleve 
most of the defendants would appear 
voluntarily to enter pleas. 

None of the indicted men reside in, 
New. York. The majority are either in 
Chicago or Washington ‘and are ex- 
pected to appear before United States 
commissioners. in those cities to give 
bonds for their appearance in court 
here. 

The indictment of Monnett was the 
sensation of the grand jury proceed- 
ings. The bills against his seven co- 
defendants had been predicted for sev- 
eral weeks, but Monnett's name had 
never been. mentioned. 

According to federal officials, Mon- 
nett, Fowler, Buchanan and Lamar 
were indicted as the leaders in the 
alleged conspiracy. Von Rintelen was 
the financier and Lamar the paymaster, 
while Schulteis, Martin and Taylor are 
accused of doing the actual work of 
attempting to bribe union leaders. 
Schulteis and Martin are well-known 
as lobbyists: Both were connected 
with the Anti-Trust league and are 
said to have been business associates 
of Lamar. Taylor is a labor leader 
in New Jersey. 

Sketch of the Peace Council. 

Labor’s National Peace council was 
organized in May of this year, after 
the arrival in this country on April 3 
of Franz von Rintelen. He apparently 
commanded unlimited” funds, having 
$500,000 to his crédit in one New York 
bank. According to federal officials, 
his mission was not merely to start 
propaganda against the exportation of 
munitions to the allies, but also to 
stir up trouble between this country 
and Mexico. In the latter respect, it is 
said his efforts were a failure from the 
start. 

The first important meeting of the 
peace council, which was ostensibly 
organized to promote the cause of in- 
ternational peace, was held in Wash- 
ington in June. Representative Buch- 
an was elected president; Fowler, 
general counsel, and Monnett was 
named a member of the commitee on 
resolutions. * 

Buchanan resigned July 31 and was 
succeeded by Jacob C. Taylor, a leader 
labor union official of New Jersey: 

Von Rintelen’s Work. 

Von Rintelen, according to secret 
service agents, finally discovered that 
he was spending his monéy without 
result.

TEUTONS AND BULGARS 


The Germans, However, Are 
Said to Be Preparing for 
the Invasion of Egypt on 
a Big Scale. 


London, December 28.—While there 
has been considerable renewal of ac- 
l tivity at several points on both the 
eastern and western fronts in the past 
twenty-four hours, the situation in the 
Balkans has the most peaceful appear- 
ance in weeks. Dispatches from both 
Germanic and entente sources agree 
that the probability of an Austro-Ger- 
‘man-Bulgarian offensive against Sa- 
loniki is disappearing with the with- 
drawal of the Bulgarian  frontter 
{guards to purely defensive positions 
well behind the Greek frontier. 

The Associated Press Vienna corre- 
spondent declares that the central 
powers have come to regard an of- 
fensive against Saloniki as a measure 
promising only embarrassments and 
no advantages. In fact the central 
powers are inclined to regard the huge 
entente force at Saloniki as safely 
cooped up, useless and expensive and 
that therefore it would be an advan- 
tage to the central powers to let it re- 
main there. 


GERMANS ADMIT 
FRENCH ADVANCE. 


On the western front the German 
official communication admits a 
French advance on Hirzstein, but gives 
no details. There also has been fur- 
ther activity in the Vosges district 
with intense artillery fighting‘ along 
the whole front of Hartsmanrs-Weiler- 
kopf. 

Vienna reports the Russians attack 
ing fiercely on the Dniester and in 
}Bessarabia. The Austrian communica- 


in serried lines fifteen or sixteen deep, 
which the artillery broke up with 
huge Russian losses. 

A dispatch from a German source 
says: “A terrible battle has been go- 
ing on since Friday in Bessarabia.” 

The German campaign in the Near 
East and beyond, according to today’s 
telegrams, is to be pushed with the 
utmost vigor and energy. Field Mar- 
shal von Mackénsen is reported to be 
the leader selected for the new theater 
of operations and the invasion of 
Egypt is said to be his immediate ob- 
ject. Numbers of trains are reported 
to be conveying ammunitions and guns 
to Constantinople and other prepara- 
tions are being pushed on a big scale, 


PREPARING 
FOR SPRING. 


From many isolated fronts come re- 
ports of preparations for spring cam- 
paigns, either in the form of a change 
in the location of large bodies of troops 
or in the building of fortifications, 
Along the Dvinsk and Bug lines the 
Germans are said to be constructing 
colossal fortifications equipped with

and automatic rifles supplied in un- 
limited quantities. 

The Bulgarians are reported to be 
busy entrenching their armies well 
back of the Grecian (frontier, while 
equipment continues to arrive for the 
French and British at Saloniki, which 
in the report of General Castelnau is 
considered by its defenders impreg- 
nable. 

A change also is noted in the Turkish 
dispositions at the Dardanelles, where

The aged mother of the two cotton 
planters, it is said, has become a con- 
firmed fiend through many years of 
addiction to its use. When the Har- 
rison anti-narcotic act became effective 
and the state-wide crusade against 
morphine users conducted last summer 
by government officials successfully 
bottled up local supplies of the opiate 
the aged woman was left in cruel 
straits. To relieve her condition and 
to provide against her future neces- 
sity the two sons, according to their 
story, diverted the entire proceeds of 
the year’s cotton crop, nearly $500, to 
the purchase of morphine. 

Three hundred dram bottles of the 
drug were bought through various 
physicians and druggists of devious 
ways who had escaped the vigilance of 
the government men. This quantity, 
which is six times the amount sold by 
many druggists in thirty-five years, 
was conveyed, box at a time, to the 
old house on the farm and tied up in a 
large sack. There it remained at the 
disposal of the aged mother until one 
of the sons, too, fell a victim of the 
habit. 

His brother, fearing for the fate of 
the other and concerned lest the news 
of the quantity of the purchase should 
get abroad in the country, conveyed 
the 295 dram bottles remaining to the 
establishment of the family physician- 
druggist.

What a beautiful time the extremists are 
having constructing imaginary issues for the 
unfortunate “Recall”. campaign! 

Dr. Dunbar Ogden, powerful in the pulpit, 
and not less interesting as a stump orator 
in a political campaign—just will have it 
that the devil is to pay generally in Atlanta, 
that the whole town is honeycombed with 
vice and corruption and that Sodom and 
Gomorrah were Amen Corners beside

ALL OVER IN A WEEK. 


Fortunately, one week from today will 
witness the end of the deplorable and un- 
necessary campaign in ‘which Atlanta is now

IN THE LIGHT OF HISTORY.

For example, there is the letter which 
Bismarck wrote to the old emperor on 
August 11,.1877. It was at the time of 
the first Russian reverses in the war 
with Turkey, and Bismarck associated 
himself with Wilhelm I. in regretting 
the misfortune. He did not think that 
Germany would need to face a change of 
policy, ut he went on to say:— 

“It is impossible without deep sympa- 
thy to read of the misfortunes of these 
brave and friendly soldiers, or without 
indignation to learn of the shameless out- 
rages committed by the Turks upon the 
wounded and helpless. With such barba- 
rians it is difficult to be on good terms 
diplomatically, and I think that all Chris- 
tian eae must be indignant. For 
the Russians, 8 lies in these events 
evidence that, in this war, they are the 
champions of Christian civilization 
against heathenish barbarism.” 


Time and expediency have wrought a 
change of policy, if not of sentiment: “Our 
noble ally, Turkey;” “The brave and loyal 
Turkish soldiers” are common expressions 
in battle bulletins. The Christian-killing 
Turk shines in a different light now.

DR. LEDBETTER FAVORS LEASING 
A BUILDING FOR DRUG VICTIMS — 


Dr. L. S. Ledbetter, representative from 
Polk county, author of the bill passed by 
the extra session of the general assembly 
providing for relief for drug victims who 
are being made to suffer by the operation 
of the Harrison anti-narcotic act of con- 
gress, is in the city. He will confer with 
Governor Harris today regarding a plan for 
putting the state law into operation. The 
law becomes effective January 1 and carries 
an appropriation of $19,000. 

The Harrison anti-narcotic act is a very 
drastic federal law against the illicit sale 
of morphine and other narcotics. The en- 
forcement of the law was recently vigorously 
undertaken in Georgia, with the result that 
the formerly normal supply of narcotics ob- 
tained illegally by users of such drugs was 
suddenly cut off. This has caused untold suf- 
fering throughout the state. Many cities, 
including Atlanta, have made special pro- 
Visions to give such victims medical treat- 
ment. In the rural sections of the state, 
however, there are many victims who have 
no access to relief. It is for these in some 
measure that the bill is designed. 


Held for Vagrancy. 


But the bill goes further than that. For 
lack of a better place to send drug victims 
judges have for a long while been sending 
them to the state penitentiary under charges 
of vagrancy. The result of this has been 
that the penitentiary is today clogged with 
drug victims who are guilty of no greater 


crime—many of them—than in some unfor- 
tunate moment of extreme pain to have had 


to resort to morphine and never have been | 


able to escape. These men, as the governor 
pointed out upon his visit last spring to the 
state prison, are no more than charity wards 
of the state, and have no business in the 
state prison, 

This new law, then, provides relief for 
these victims and will put an end to — 
any more to the state farm. 

: Asked te Devise Pian. 

Dr. Ledbetter several weeks ago conferred 
with the governor relative to putting this 


new law into operation, and the eren 


asked him to formulate a plan. 

Dr. Ledbetter stated that since the law 
provided that the administration of this law 
should be under the supervision of the gov- 
ernor and the state board of health the latter 
would have worked out a plan, but since the 
governor had asked him to suggest, he would 
tell the governor the plan that he has work- 
ed out. 

Dr. Ledbetter will suggest that the state 
lease a suitable building in Atlanta, where 
victims from sections not otherwise provided 
for may be brought and be treated. 
that he is opposed to the state erecting a 
permanent building for this purpose for the 
reason that the necessity for such a building 
will exist but a few years. Dr. Ledbetter 
believes that the Harrison act within ten 
years will completely wipe out the drug curse 
in the United States. 


SUFFERING HUMANITY IN EUROPE 
NEEDS AID FROM UNITED STATES 


Dr. F. E. May, the executive secretary 
of the Georgia War Relief Committee for 
France and Her Allies, has received a cable 
from the American Relief Clearing House of 
Paris as follows: 

“Tt seems an awful detail to record, but 
it is true that there never were so many 
bleeding men as there are today, and the 
United States is the storehouse of cotton. 
All sorts of devices have to be resorted to 
here for substitutes, but nothing, as you 
know, is as good as cotton in dressing 
wounds.” 

Contributions of cotton, both absorbent 
and non-absorbent, or funds with which to 
purchase it are urgently solicited. 

Many Consumptives. 

The following cable was also received: 

“One of the results of the war which we 
are beginning to notice with growing con- 
cern is the number of consumptives which 
have developed. The number of these men 
perhaps reaches at the present moment be- 
tween 60,000 and 60,000; whose condition is 
such that they may be cured, provided im- 
mediate aid is given them, but who will 
become hopelessly infected if the disease is 
allowed to progress much further. It is not 
only the distress of their own personal situ- 
ation that causes us this concern, but it is 
the fact that another generation depends to 
a very large extent on their health. 


“At a very low cost per individual the 
disease may not only be arrested, but may 
be cured altogether. The cost will probably 
not exceed four francs per head per day for 
three months. 

Cash Needed. 

“Will you not send us a cash contribu- 
tion with which we may, in a measure at 
least, relieve this situation? Leather shoes, 
rubber overshoes, rubber boots and ponchos 
are very much needed. Contributions of 
these articles or funds with which to pur- 
chase them will enable us to furnish protec- 
tion from the weather for those who are 
compelled by force of circumstances to be 
out in the rain and storm by night and day. 

“Cotton thread, darning 
buttons, safety pins, bath towels, ordinary 
towels, woolen yarn and knitting machines 
are also in demand.”

Editor Constitution: In your editorial, 
“Judge Not,” you say, “There is no moral is- 
sue whatever in the forthcoming election.”

DR. KUEHNEMANN WILL

Lecture at Cable Hall Tomor- 


row Night Will Be In- 
teresting Event. 


In order to give Atlantans an insight 
into the German side of this war, the 
local Teutonic Soeieties have invited to 
the city Dr. Eugen Kuehnemann, pro- 
fessor of philosophy at the Imperial 
university, of Breslau, Germany, wh 
will lecture Thursday night, Decembe 
39, in Cable hall,on “The Significance 
of the European War,” in the English 
language. 

Dr. Kuehbéntann is a man of power- 
ful personality and has a perfect com- 
mand of English. His long experiences 
as a teacher and his reputation as a 
thinker make it certain that this oc- 
casion will be highly interesting to all, 
regardless of sympathies in the Eur 
fopean question. 

As the first exchange professor to 
Harvard university in 1907, Dr. Kuehne- 
mann so won the students of the Amer- 
ican institution that they petitioned 
the . of Breslau and the man- 
agement of the Roosevelt exchange ar 
rangement to send him back another 
year. He was accordingly returned in 
1909. When the Karl Schurz professor- 
ship was established at the University 
of Wisconsin, Dr. Kuehnemann was 
again asked to come to America to 
hold the chaif in the second half 8 
1912. The University of Breslau hes 
tated a long time before letting so 
‘talented a professor absent himself 
again, but at last he was permitted to 
fill this mission. 

At the outbreak of the present war, 
Dr. Kuehnemann came to America on 
his own account. He is very fond of 
America and American life, and has 
won thousands of friends among uni- 
versity circles. He is a man of unusual 
oratorical ability, whether speaking in 
German or English. 

The organizations interested in this 
event are the Deutsche Gesellschaft, tlie 
German-American society, the Turn
